Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 16 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowability of claim 16 is the inclusion therein, in 
combination of the limitation of a cable bushing having a first sleeve, sealing means, 
and a second sleeve arranged in said housing, said second sleeve having a first 
cylindrical section which engages closely around said cable, and a second section 
which adjoins an end of said first section which faces said step, said second sleeve 
bears on said first section of said first sleeve, said housing has a first part which 
surrounds said first end, and a second part which is screwed onto said first part in the 
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direction facing said step. This limitation is found in claim 16 and is neither disclosed 
nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
